AWFUL DISASTERS. | 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 20.—The 
mail from the Orient by the steamers 
City of Peking and Australia brings 
news of a disastrous fire during Sep- 
tember at Chun-Kiang, near Hong- 
kong. Over thirty people were burned 
to death. Two thousand houses were 
destroyed, including two temples and 
a total loss of 10,000,000, taels en- 
tailed. 

Disastrous floods are reported in 
Northeastern China. A rich agricul- 
tural district, one hundred and ‘fifty 
miles long and from ten to thirty 
niles wide was submerged. Many 
women and children were drowned 
and an enormous property suffered. 

MUTINY AND MURDER. 

YOKOHAMA, Oct. 20.—Shanghal news- 
papers report as an undisputed fact that 
news has been received of a mutiny of 
600 troops near the border of Korea and 
their flat refusal to march in the 
ordered by their officers.

It is added that other Chinese 
warships will require more extensive re- 
pairs and consequently departure from 
Port Arthur may be delayed some time. 
Renewed rumors are in circulation that 
a battle has been fought on the Ya-Loo 
River, between the land forces of the 
Chinese and Japanese. No accurate de- 
tails are obtainable, but, according to one 
rumor, the Japanese have been repulsed 
with severe loss on both sides:

PRESBYTERIANS. 


Fourth Day of the California 
Synod. 


The Recommendations of the Com- 
mittee on’ Bills and 
Overtures. 


No Action Taken on Decreasing the 
Membership of the Synod— 
Fraternal Greetings Ex- 


The proceedings of the rPesbyterian Synod 
of California began yesterday at 9 a.m. with 
a half hour of prayer service, led by Elder 

. M. Reynolds of Lakeport, and at promptly 
9:30 o’clock the unfinished business was taken 
up with the moderator in the chair. 

The minutes were read and approved, and 
the report of the Committee on ‘Franaperte- 
tion was also read and approved. 

The recommendations of the Committee on 
Bills and Overtures, which are the most im- 
portant deliberations which have come before 
the synod, were then taken up and discussed 
at length. 

The clause which veseubiionded that the 
membership of the future synods be de- 
creased, and that it be made a body of dele-. 
gates, was strongly opposed by Rev. M. D. A. 
Steen, D.D., who wished to prove that the 
business of the synod could be dne better 
by a large body than by a small one. 

At this point the recommendation was laid 
aside for a while, and it was requested that 
the complaint filed by J. W. Ellis, against 
the secretary for putting him on the roll 
as suspended, be withdrawn, and it was so 
voted. 

The invitation of the Redondo Beach Com- 
pany to the members of the synod to lunch 
at the Redondo Hotel tomorrow was ac- 
cepted and the secretary notified to acknowl- 
edge the same.

More than once the tasks, the horizons, 
the hopes of men have been forever trans- 
formed by a discovery or an invention 
which seemd at its birth a very small mat- 
ter. Thus was it when an iron needle, 
affoat perhaps in a cocoanit, first safely 
guided a ship out of sight of land and sky. 
Thus, again, was it when charcoal, salt- 
peter and sulphur were first combined and 
fired in a gun, io leave thereafter the

tenberg divided the solid lines of engraved 
metal into separate letters, or . 
types, as we say, did he suspect, do y 
suppose, that he was ushering in the 
democracy of learning? As big with fate 
as the types of Guttenberg was the device 
made public by Alexander Volta of Pavia 
in the very first year of this century, This 
contriyance was a new and excellent means 
of obtaining a flow of electricity. Previ- 
ously in a “pile’’ as this ingenious man, 
its inventor, called it, a current had been 
derived from a series of pieces of zinc and 
‘copper, each bit of metal ted from 
its neighbor by cloth moistened in acid. 


Volta had now much improved this pile“ de 


by putting each zinc and copper pair by 
iteelf in a cup filled with acid. From this 
.“erown of cups” he produced a4 strong and 
fairly steady stream of electricity, with 
the advan that it lasted for a consid- 
erable time. Much as the cup or cell of 
‘Volta has been varied apd bettered since 
it left his hands, it yet remains essen- 
tially the device he created, and to him, 
therefore, is due the honor ot reducing to 
‘Vassalage the gentlest and mightiest, the 
most versatile and the most biddable force 


in the stronghold of nature: ‘It is the vol- 


tale cell which has taught the electrician 
his. business, with the result. that today 
it finds itself in a large measure sup- 
‘planted; where once it retgned 2 
i now merely a partner possessed of 
small and diminishing interest. 

The distinctive mark of a great inven- 
tion .is its fruitfulness. The voltaic cell 
was no mere addition to the armory of 
exploration and conquest; it entered the 
field. with all the fertility ot « multiplier; 
it married od resources with the issue of 
powerg before unimaginable; it gave fa- 

millar weapons a new edge, :and pointed 
thém to triumphs not only easier than the 
‘old, but vastly richer in spoil. It science 
in the nineteenth century has won victo- 
ries more decisive than those of the eight- 
een centuries before, it is largely because 
electricity has been captured and im- 


pressed for a thousand new services. And 


thus it comes about that as inventions of 
prime dignity now make their appearance 
at more frequent intervals than ever, the 
pace of scientific progress is quickened 
prodigiously, and the history of industrial 
art becomes little else than a story of 
chronic revolution. 

celess as the voltaic cell has been in 
the past, and valuable as it continues to 


‘be, its fleld is narrowly limited in that 


it feeds on costly zinc. Blectricity has 
only come to its kingdom by reducing its 
tax to a reasonable levy payable in coal. 
The dynamo, which enables this to be 
done, hinges upon a fact observed by Oer- 
sted sixty’ y ‘ago—namely, that if a 
magnet be moved near a piece of metal, 
preferably a. coi}. of copper wire—a cur- 
rent of electricity is. produced in the coil. 
This discovery of Oersted's is illustrated 
in every electro-magnet—its core is simply 
a bit of soft iron until you bring it very 
near or make it touch a steel magnet. 
Then for an instant, as the core becomes

wire surrounding your  electro-magnet. 
Tou pay for that electric pulse in the forc- 
ide pull uired to separate the electro- 
— the steel magnet from each 
Replace this .effort.of.the. hand ‘by 

the e of an engine, with corresponding 
increase in the size and improvement in 
the form of your magnets and coils, and 
amet little experiment merges into building 

nd driving a dynamo. Today dynamos of 
tee. dest best design give out in the form of 
electricity. 92 per cent. of their engines’ 
power; their improvement is so unlikely 
“as to de urisought. 

Although the engine which turns the dy- 
namo. wastes at its best fully 90 per cent. 
| of the furnace heat, the dynamo is, never- 
theless, incomparably cheaper than a bat- 
tery of cells when electricity is to be pro- 
duced wholesale. The emancipators, then, 
of the current released at this hour for 
new and myriad uses, are the mechani- 
cians who have brought the dynamo to its 
present pitch of perfection, and the engi- 
neers who, with their triple and quadruple. 
steam cylinders; ask hardly more than a 
pound of good coal to deliver a horse power 
for an hour. If to these men electric art 
and science owe much, magnificently has 
the debt been repaid.. First and chiefly 
the current rotates the electric motor, 
which is little else tham a dynamo re- 
versed.. With the introduction of. the dy- 
namo and motor a new day has dawned in 
the workshop and factory. As we find out 
in replacing at our street door an old- 

oned moving bell pull by a motionless 
wire armed with its push button, electric- 
ity can transmit motion without any move- 
ment on the part of the transmitting wire. 
-Availing himself of this golden property, 
the. machinist removes from’ his shop a 
wilderness of whirling wheels and belts, 
and puts in their place a few wires at 
rest, each of which enters the electrie mo- 
tor which drives a particular machine. 
Manifold gains result. There is.a saving 
of power, often enormous, required to keep 
going the multitude of needless belts and 
wheels: It was once found at the Wal- 
tham watch factory thet three-quarters of 
the engine’s power was absorbed by shafts 
and’ gearing without a single machine be- 
ing harnessed for duty. And where one 
machine among many is to set at work by 
itself, especially at a distance from the en- 
the loss in the mechanical convey- 
power es inordinate. 
This loss is almost wholly avoided with 
electrical transmission. More benefits still:

Electricity is of all forms of force the 
one most easily kept by itself, that is, 
preserved from losses resembling either 
leakage or friction. Hence a current can- 
not only be distributed throughout a work- 
shop with the utmost convenience and 
omy, but it can be sent to a workshop 
an engine or a waterwheel many 
miles away. Today Niagara is yoked to 
the wheels and lamps of Buffalo, and in 
famous experiments at Lauffen, Germany, 
in 1891, electricity was carried 109 miles 
with a loss of only 28 per cent. That 
wonderful achievement, however, showed 
what can be done at a pinch, rather than 
what it is safe and proper to do as a 
general thing—a current of frightful in- 
tensity was taken through the air on 
wires with no other safeguard than a 
death’s head and crossbones nailed to 
each pole. Until the present gigantic feat 
at Niagara, it has seldom been found 
profitable to transmit water power by 
electricity much further twenty 
mlles. Where fuel is dear, as in the 
mountainous disgricts of Arizona, this 
distance can be much exceeded. But 
where coal is cheap the constant improve- 
ments in steam and gas engines makes 
them less.expensive as prime movers; this, 
while the ordinary water power is apt 
to be irregular in flow, and asks a con- 

siderable outlay to make it available. 

With the transmission. of electricity for 
distances vastly more than twenty ‘miles 
we dave long been familiar in the tele- 
greph. It is by improving.the coverings 
which prevent a current oozing from its

In rapid“ telegraphy 
sage finds its way from New York ‘to Chi- 
cago at the rate of 150 or more words a 
minute. The dispatch.is taken first to a 
machine which expresses each letter in 
perforations on a paper ribbon; this rib- 
bon is then driven between two pairs of 
light metallic springs; at every perforation 
these springs for an inzant come together, 
allowing à current to take its path through 
the telegraph wire.. At the receiving sta- 
tion mechanism of much the same pattern, 
but reversed in direction, translates the 
impulses into the familiar Morse alphabet. 
In thus dividing the task between an ope- 
rator and an automatic machine, intelli- 
gence is required, and for the remaining 
part the utmost speed of electric appa- 
ratus is invoked—a speed which, it is 
scarcely necessary to say, far outstrips that 
of the most expert telegrapher. Among 
the many systems of rapid telegraphy that 
invented by Delacour and Delany deserves 
to be mentioned for its uncommog, inge- 
nuity. To understand it, let us glance for 
a moment at an every-day application of 
electricity—its use in making the pendu- 
lums of a score or a hundred clocks keep 
perfect step, no matter how far apart they 
are. In sending an ordinary dispatch an 
operator occupies the line for but a small 
fraction of the time. The “phonic wheel“ 
devised by Delacour and Delany for one- 
sixth of the time gives him the line exclu- 
sively—precisely as if no other operator 
were engaged upon it. Because six phonic 
wheels at each end of a line keep step, 
the particular sixths of two wheels told 
off for the sending and the receiving a mes- 
sage co-operate without the slightest con- 
fusion. Over a single wire six telegrams 
can therefore travel in company with no 
jostling whatever. At the inception of the 
telegraph in England, no fewer than five 
wires were demanded to convey but one 
message. Weather-beaten strips of wood, 
showing these five wires securely im- 
bedded, attracted no little attention at the

air 

To return for a moment to the electric 
clock. We can, if we please, seal it up 
in a glazed box, so as to exclude dust, in- 
sects, and rust-creating dampness. Here a 
path opens to the inventor who wishes to 
shun the resistance which a rod or a 
wire would encounter, if it had to move 
throughout its whole length in actuating 
a valve, a steam indicator, or any smaller 
mechanism. It is often of immense im- 
portance that a bit of metal at rest can 
throb with a pulse strong enough to do 
severe drudgery. Three years ago an 
engineer wished to know — 5 
much heat diffused itself through 
wall of a steam cylinder. A motionless 
wire, hidden in the metal of the cylinder 
and connected with a delicate electric 


thermometer, answered his question as it | 


otherwise could not have been answered, 
for there was no impediment from fric- 
tion or other source of error. In a task 
very different from the saving of heat, the 
engineer owes another debt to electricity— 
the enables him to detect flaws 
in beams and shafts to which, in the con- 
struction of bridges and locomotives, are 
to be committed the safety of human lives. 

Electricity, light, heat, and chemic force 
are all in their essence motion. They dif- 
fer doubtless somewhat as the movement 
of a screw propeller differs from that of 
the water-wave which circles out from it, 
or as waves vary from one another m 
length and height. Hence it is that elec- 
tricity can be the source or issue of any of 
its kindred, and its peculiar sensitiveness 
makes it a measure of surpassing delicacy 
in measuring heat, light, or chemical ac- 
tion. Prof. S. P. Langley’s bolometer, as re- 
cently improved, declares a change of tem- 
perature of one-millionth of a degree Fah- 
renheit, a refinement scarcely approached 
by any other feat of scientific detec- 
tion. The responsiveness of electricity has 
been utilized in e wide variety of tell-tales 
and alarms. Selenium, a metal of the 
same lineage as sulphur, and betraying 
its kinship by a decided family resem- 
blance, has the curious property of trans- 
mitting electricity much more freely in 
light than in darkness. A rod of selenium, 
therefore, is the core of a device to give 
warning when extinction befalls an elec- 
tric or other lamp; a duty this, in light- 
houses, of vital importance. In thermom- 
eters a current broken or completed acts 
as an automatic fire signal, or on shipboard 
announces approach to an iceberg: in a 
steam boiler it sounds a gong When the 


| water recedes below the safety line; sim- 


ilarly, the tampering of a burglar with 
bolt or bar is instantly reported. Each 
of these warnings, too, can register itself 
wherever you choose, so that in case of 
neglect there can be no disputing the 
fact. Now, if an electric contrivance can 
call an attendant to do some needful task, 
why may not its inventor go a step fur- 
ther and so add to his device that it shall 
of its own motion. meet an emergency as 
it arises? Accordingly, we find a furnace, 
for example, provided with electric control 
so that the draught is opened when the 
temperature falls too low, or is closed when 
the flame is too flerce. Every year brings 
out self-acting contrivances like this; the 
inventor, who began by conferring a ner- 
vous system on the work of his hands. 
has now gone the length of putting what 
is very much like brains in his magnets 
and wires. 

As we prove every day in unhooking a 
telephone, or lifting an incandescent lamp, 
an electric current can readily traverse a 
flexible wire. This unbars a new door to 
the inventor. Today lathes and drills are 
designed in forms which combine a motor 
with a tool. So great is the convenience of 
the union: that we are promised an ex- 
tensive. remodeling of light machinery of 
all kinds, in their original .estate rigidly 
umited in play by shafts, belts or gearing. 
Dentistry and other arts of nice manipula- 
tion are indebted for many of their recent 
triumphs to the flexible mechanical shaft— 
a: tightly-wound coll of steel wire. This 
device in its turn is being shown to the 
door by the new partnership between an 
electric thread and a tool. But the wire, 
slender as it is, which usually binds a 
reservoir of current to its work, can on 
occasion be discarded, as we see in the 
rolling contact of a trolley wheel with 
the overhead wire of electric railroads.

“NIAGARA POWER FOR NEW YORK. 

Mr. Tesla's enthusiasm is of the kind 
that kindles quickly, and the great elec- 
trical w now going on at Niagara Falls 
is one of the subjects that is most likely 
to arouse it. “Some day all wood and 
coal will be used up,” he said, when this 
subject was introduced, and so far as I 
can see, we will freeze and starve to 
death unless electricity is used to trans- 
mit of exhaustless energy of water power 
„to any distance, wherever man has his 
habitation, and turn it into light, heat 
and power for him. But now that trans- 
mission of energy by means of electricity 
has become not only possible, but prac- 
tical, there need be no unpleasant specula- 
tions about what will happen to us after 
the world’s supply of fuel has been ex- 
hausted. The operations at Niagara are 
a promise to us of this insurance against 
what the future may have in store for us. 
The work there is inspiring of confidence, 
too, for the future of electricity.” . 

He believes it is possible to deliver elec- 
tricity generated at the Falls to the doors 
of New York cheaper than steam power 
is generated there; He was explicit on 
this point, and had eyidently given care- 
“| ful thought to the subject at some pre- ‘> 

vious time. He said: “If you have 150,- ; . 
000 horse-power to transmit into new bulk, ' 
you can send it 500 miles and yet compete 
with steam generated on the spot for the 
engines now in use. But if you send only 
10,000, for instance, then, in my estima- 
tion, it cannot be sent to compete with 
steam to a distance of more than fifty 
miles.

The foreign dishes were served in Ameri- 
can plates, and the Chinese in exquisite 
little bowls of the finest porcelain, each 
holding about a pin* of stew or soup. At 
each plate there were six of the. finest cut 
glasses for wine, and two silver goblets for 
Chinese liquors. One of these was as big 
as an egg-cup, and the other did not hola 
much more than a thimble. The first con- 
tained samshu or rice wine. The other 
contained a liquor madd of.sorghum. This 
was as hot ag boiling oll. It was the color 
of amber, and was more stimulating than 
chartreuse. The wines were the regular 
ones. which you find at any foreign dinner, 
ranging from sherry to champagne. I ate 
-most of the Chinese dishes and found them 
not at all bad. The pigéén-egg soup 
bad little yolks of pigeon éggs floating 
about in it. and the bird's nest soup was 
served in bowls about the size of a large 
coffee cup, and needed salt to make it 
palatable. 


This is one of the greatest of Chinese 


_| delicacigs; and the material from’ which. 


it is made is perhaps the costliest: eatable 
found in the markets of the world. It 
sells as high as $30 a pound, and China 
spends hundreds of thousands of dollars 
a yoar for it. It is made from the birds’ 
nests of a swallow which is found in caves 
and damp places of certain islands of the 
Indian Ocean. The nests are of the same 
shape as those of a chimney swallow, and 
they are made of sea weed. The bird 
chews the sea weed and mixes it with its 
saliva, and the soup is, in fact, made af 
this saliva. The nésts are carefully 
cleaned, all the feathers and dirt being 
picked from them. They have to he soaked 
thoroughly and then Boiled until they age 
tender. They came out the color of trans- 
parent white jade stone. They make a sort 
of a white jelly when they are mixed to- 
gether. On the top of these, shreds of 
boiled ham are placed and pigeon eggs 
below. The soup is again boiled and 
when served looks more like angels tood 
than swallows’ spittle. It is said. to be 
very invigorating, and will give a man of 
60 the vigor of 25. The shark fins are 
said to have the same strength-gifing 
properties. ‘They are made of. the splinters 
of the fin of a shark, and are cooked into 
a soup asa are served 9 a bit of ham.

These 
Chinese are very fond of all kinds of fun- 
gus,.and that which was served at this 
meal was a sort oi a anne mushroom. 


‘All of the uinese dish dishes were served in 
such shape that they could-be easily taken 
up with chopsticks. In place of salt 
each man has a little bowl of Japanese 
soy into which he dipped his food before 
eating it. The Chinese consider it barbar- 
ous to bring food on the table as we do. 
They think that everything should be 
cooked in small pieces and they stew and 
boll almost everything. Such meats and 
vegetables as are fried are first cut up 
into the sbape of hash, and the only 
things which are cooked whole are those 
which are intended fer sacrifices. Even 
the priests cut these into hash and re- 
cook them before eating. An idea seems 
to prevail among foreigners that the Chi- 
nese live on rice and rats. There is no

Absolute though his power is and in spite 
of the fact that it needs but the lifting 
of a finger or the ‘speaking of a word 
on his part to cöndemn any Russian to in- 
stant death, to lifelong ‘imprisonment or 
to banishment*to thé mines of Siberia, he 
has never been able to put himself in 
direct communication with the mass of 
his own people or to obtain knowledge of 
their true condition. There is plenty. of 
‘evidence to show that this is not as he 
nan desired it; that he has been anxious, 
ever since his reign began, to understand 
the circumstances and the conditions un- 
der which his people iive, to study their 
lives, and to do away with those causes 
that have made the terrible discontent 
which has been felt toward his government 
and even which he could not de * 
vented from discerning. 

THE CZAR A HARD WORKER. | 

So’ absolute a momarch as the Czar ot 
Russia must, in the nature of things, be 
a person in whose life and habits and 
doing the world at large would take much 
interest. His constant danger from the 
fury of his .down-trodden subjects has 
added tmmensely to that interest. There 
has not been a day, probably, since his 
accession, that plans were not in progress 
for his taking off. There certainly has 


not been a day, since that on which the 
father was. killed, when the world at 
large would have been surprised by the 


news that a like gory fate had befallen 
the son. Now that it is known the world 
over that a more relentless enemy than 
the Nihilist has marked him for his own, 
that a disease, whose progress may possi- 
bly be stayed a little but cannot be 
stopped, has fastened upon him, he is 
of even greater interest than ever be- 
fore, and more than ever ‘the title Lun- 
fortunate potentate” is now an appropriate 
one for him who sits on Russia's imperial 
throne. 

Of Alexander's surpassing physical 
strength the world has often been told. 
His ability to bend and twist a silver coin 
between his thumb and fingers, his prow- 
ess as a wrestler, his endurance at and 
delight in severe physical tasks, all these 
have been. exploited. But few are aware 
that the Czar, ever since he has been a 
Czar, has deen a tireless and unremitting 
worker at the desk. Yet this is true, and 
his determination, formed very shortly 
after the death of his father, to master the

Brig.-Gen. Baker, ot the Secret Service, 
during the civil war, tells of.the work of 
a Miss Ford, who was a devoted little 
rebel, and lived at Fairfax Courthouse. 
Her father’s home was headquarters for 
the staff officers of the Union, and the 
officers believed in her to the extent of 
telling her much of the strength of the 
army. By careful examination and close 
observation she obtained in a seemingly 
careless manner all information necessary 
fér the use of the Confederates. 

The only frequent visitor she:had was 
an un ous, provincial youth, who 
would sit on the plaza with her in the aft- 
ernoon, exciting no suspicion.

HARE AND HOUNDS. 


[From a Special Contributor-1° 

This is the time of the year when the 
air is keen and bracing, and the dancing 
eye and ruddy cheek, after a stiff run 
cross country portend: such health as no 
amount of gymnasium, work could give. 

‘Saturday afternoon is the time generally 
chosen for a big run, chiefly because every 
bey is free from school duties on that day, 
and he feels Uke giving vent to his pent 
up spirits. 12 

The first item in the preparation for a 
wrun' is the tearing up scent. This was 
one of Tom Brown’s first duties. He was 
get to tearing up old newspapers, copy 
books and magazines into small pieces and 
packing them into four large canvas ’ 
These are carried by the two hares, who 
are supposed to cast the scent’’ at inter- 
vals, to mark their trail. These fellows 
must be very swift runners, crafty, and, 
of course, long-winded. They, as well as 
the hounds, are dressed in light clothing. 

The usual costume is a jersey with short 
duck trousers suppcrted by a belt, stock- 
ings, or not, as you choose, and running 
shoes. A meeting place is appointed, and 
when everybody is present a soute, or 
run“ is mapped out. It may be semi- 
circular, eircular, or straight, but it 18 
sure to zig-zag—that is, if the hares are up 
to their business. . 

The distance of the run!“ must be 
suited te the caliber of the runners. At 
Rugby, the cradle of paper chasing in En- 
gland, the best run was the “Crick.” It 
was twelve and a quarter miles long, and 
the best record for a pair of hares. was 
1 h. 16 min. 54 sec. ~ * 

The hares are given a start, technically 
called law,“ of ten minutes, after which 
time the pack is let louse. On emerging 
into an open „ where the bares are 
known to have crossed, the pack. scatters 
to find the first trace of scent. The boy 
who first hits the trail announces the 
fact, and the whole pack make for that 
spot, the scent until it is

quainted with the tricks of the hares. 
This is an important point, for a pack 
of hounds will bse much time dy follow- 
ing.a doubled trail. 

The aim of every hound is to be in at 
the finish, and t of the hares to run 

course in shortest time possible 
‘without being overtaken. -This, of course, 
necessitates fast running, and, what is still 
more exhausting, leaping fences, ditches, 
hedges and plodding through  plawed 
fields. ‘There is probably nothing that so 
develops the legs and expands the chest 
as this cross-country run, and the boy 
Who get over six or seven miles at 
a good stiff pace, taking all the fences, 
is not likely to be delicate, at least.. 

This fact is recognized by the English, 
who are passionately fond of hare and 
hounds.

|* “Star Route Fraude—Treasury Clerks 
Who Have Helped, Themselves. — | 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.). The theft of $170,000 from 
the government, thirteen years ago by 
Capt. ‘Howgate, who is now confined in 


very long list of frauds and thefts by 
which Uncle Sam has been made poorer. 
The list of fraudulent claims; of fraudulent 
pensions and of petty thefts would .make 
a large Catalogue. But even the number 
of conspicuous and important frauds is 
large, and the amount of stealing, they 
represent is considerable. It runs into 
‘The experts who have been at work 
on the system of the treasury and the 
other departments, and under whose rec- 
ommendation the recent reorganization of 
the Treasury Department was carried. out, 
prepared some time ago a statement of 
all the frauds. which had been passed 
by the accounting officers of the ‘treasury; 
their object being to demonstrate that the 
checks which were considered such safe- 
guards, were really of, much less value 
than had been supposed. The. first im- 
portant case to which they called atten- 
tion (Mr. Dockery acted as their spokes- 
n on the floor of the House) was that 
the disbursing clerk of, the Postoffice 
Department, a man named Burnside, who 
in the amount of $30,000 in 1884.

Then petitions would 
be presented for quickening the service— 
that is, shortening the time of transporta- 
tion. This would mean another addition 
to the compensation, often quadrupling ‘it. 
In about four months after July 1. 1878, 
the cost of the western star route service 
increased about $1,500,000 a year. Then 
came public scandal, -Congressional in- 
vestigation and punishment for some of 
the offenders. S. W. Dorsey was indicted 
for obtaining in the Senate the legislation 
under which thé frauds were possible, but 
he was found “not guilty as indicted,” 
after, two trials. Since the investigation 
of the star route frauds the Postoffice De- 
partment has stopped ‘“expediting’’ the 
star service. If a contractor declines to 
deliver the mail at a better rate of speed, 
the contract is canceled and a new con- 
tract is let to the lowest bidder. 


ficiency Appropriaticn Bill in Congress 
in 1887, the treasury would have been 
robbed of $60,000 by an official of the 
Treasury Department, named Harvey. He 
put. through the third auditor’s office to- 
gus claims for horses taken during the 
war.

Alexander Agassiz, who declined to suc- 
ceed him, commenting on the committee’s 
report, said: Their dictum on the late 
superintendent, at least as far as his pro- 
fessional career is concerned, is answered 
by his position as an investigator in the

The embezziers and defaulters are not 
the only people who have robbed Uncle 
Sam. A great many trusted clerks in the 
treasury have taken money which be- 
longed to the government. Where so 
many people have the handling of money 
constantly, it is surprising that so little 
is stolen. The most famous treasury rob- 
bery occurred in 1875, when Benjamin 
Hallock, a clerk in the cashroom, took 
$47,000 in treasury notes of $500 each. 
They were not new notes. If they had 
been their numbers would be consecutive, 
and they would have been easy to trace. 
Hallock’s accomplices in the theft were a 
saloon-keeper: named Ottman and a sport- 
ing character known as ‘\Pegleg\’ Brown.

A clerk named Wilson. who had 
been in the employ ofthe treasury for 
twenty years, and who was transferred to 
the rédemption. division, when it was first 
established, about $1200, and falsi- 
fied his books to’ conceal the theft. He 
Was caught, but his friends outside the of- 
fice made up $1000 of the shortage, and 
the clerks in the oflce made good the 
1 so the treasury officials decided 
not to prosecute him. Under Treasurer 
Hyatt a woman named Mrs. Ernestine 
Becker committed a series of thefts by 
tearing. small pieces from silver certifi- 
cates until she had enough’ to patch to- 
gether: three-fifths. of.a full. note. Under 
a rule of the départmént three-fifths is ac- 
cepted as a‘ full note. Mrs. Becker substi- 
tuted her patchwork. for a.complete note 
in one of the packages she handled. No 
one knows how much she got. or how long 
her stealing had been going on. When 
she was discovered th the act she admitted 
having taken $1000 worth of $100 certifi- 
cates, and she made that amount. 
But in the treasury they, believe that she 
got much more. She had grown wealthy 
somehow; for she’ mortgaged some prop- 
erty to make the sum she confessed 
to haye stolen. 4 

The biggest theft under the redemption 
system was made by a clerk named Win- 
slow, in 1874: e took a package of new 
money containing , $11,090, intended Pe 
sent to the National Bank of Illinois in 
exchange for old ‘currency. ‘The Secret 
Service people got.so close to Winslow's 
; he. left a. containing 
$11,200 on the steps of the house of the 
chief of the Secret Service. Winslow was 
arrested later, and the government recov- 
ered all but $555.85 of the stolen money. 
Strange to say, Winslow got a year. and 
a half in the ‘penitentiary. 

These thefts are about the only ones 
which have. occurred in connection with 
the redemption gt. old currency. The. rec- 
ord is a good one considering the fact that 
from $500,000 to 81.000, 000 worth of mu- 
tilated money.comes in for redemption 
every day.

“Was Had its day, he gold min- 
ing camp, Cripple Creek, is the most in- 
teresting, and, for its size, the most pros- 
perous place in Colorado, and perhaps in 
all the Western mining districts. In many 

Ways no other Western mining town can 
| compare with it. It recalls more than eny 
other town in the West the days of 
thirty or forty years ago, when the mining 
camps filled with outlaws and des- 
peradoes .who rode into saloons and stores 
to shoot out the lights and perform other 
wild acts of bravado. Perhaps there is 
no other town in the West today. where 
the old order of things, such as existed in 
the pioneer days, is 80 closely resembled. 

The remarkably short space of time in 
. Which the ‘town has sprung up in what 
was an almost unknown valley between the 
high mowntain tops of the les seems 
hardly credible to an outsider, and the 
sudden fortunes that have been made 
there during the past three years, the dis- 
coveries of vast wealth in the unsightly 
hills where nobody had dreamed that gold 
existed, and the strange circumstances 
which led to the discoveries seem .almost 
like some of the stories of Rider Haggard 
or the ‘author of the Count of Monte 
| Cristo.!’ Outlaws and “bad men” from all 
over the West have gathered there to join 
in the search for gold or take. their 
chances in the faro rooms; although, 
strange to say, the town is one of ‘the 
most. peaceable and law-abiding mining 
camps Colorado has ever had. But that 
is not saying much for the town. 
Since the spring of 1891, when the gen- 
eral rush an, 15,000 people have come 
into the valley, settling within fifteen 
miles of each other, and the town which 
was started at that time has a population 
of 7000. _* 4 as {ty 

Stage coaches drawn by six horses carry 


Dy the Midland Railroad from Gillette’ over 
the high hills ¢o the camp, five miles 
distant. The stages were in. use thirty 
years: ago, when they carried pioneers: to 
and from Canyon Olty and Leadville. 
Some of the drivers tell interesting riories 
of experiences they have had with Indians 
and highwaymen as they drove through 
the lonely mountain passes in those early 
days, and one of the stages bears the 
marks of bullets fired at the passengers 
in one of these exciting times. All sorts of 
people get off the train at Gillette to take 
these stages for the mining camp. The 
women are crowded into the inside, the 
men climb on top, the driver sends his 
long lash whistling through the air over 
the. heads of the sleepy horses, and the 
stage rattles away over the rough road. 

Half the way is almost a steady climb 
hills} which are covered with 
groves of quakin'- asp“ and honeycombed 
here and there with prospect holes. Fif- 
teen miles to the northeast, as the stage 
rolls away from the railroad, rises the top 
ot Pike’s Peak, which, although the road 
is hot and dusty, and the passengers are 
fanning themselves, is partly covered with 
snow. The country resembles a rolling 
prairie as the stage draws near the camp, 
although it is 9500 feet above thé sea. 
Eighty miles away are the snow-canped 
mountain tops of the Continental Divide. 
Still further to the southwest, on a clear 
day—and the days are almost always clear 
in that part of the country—can be seen 
the tops of the Sangre de Christo ranze. 
They are patched with snow, and glisten 
in the sunlight. They roll away, and 
grow indistinct in the distance. The town 
springs into view a mile away. It lies 
at the bottom of the valley, and the pas- 
sengers on the stage look down upon it 
from the top of a high hill. There is not 
a tree in the valley, and the sun heats 
down on the roughly-built houses and busi- 
ness buildings in a very uncomfortable 
way. The sides of the barren hills on the 
left are covered with prospect holes, and 
gold-hunters are digging here and there. 
Not very far to the right is a little moun- 
tain top separated from the other moun- 
tains, which the old-time gold-hunters sel- 
dom fail to remark as the stage rattles 
down the hill to the town. It is Mt. Pis- 


It was there several years ago that sev- 
eral hundred poor people, too eager in 
their desires for sudden wealth, were 
robbed of all they possessed. A certain 
smooth-tongued man, whose true name 
will probably never be known, came ‘into 
that country one summer and “salted’’ 
Pisgah. He scattered gold ore about, and 
spread a report that gold had been dis- 
covered there in large quantities. He 
bought up a quantity of land at a low 
figure, and found no difficulty in disposing 
of it in small parts at large prices. Then 
he hurried away for parts unknown, and 
it was not until after he disappeared that 
the hoodwinked purchasers discovered the 
truth, that there was no gold at Mt. Pis- 
gah. It was this affair that delayed the 
rush to Cripple Creek after the discoveries 
of gold. eople said: “‘Another Mt. Pis- 
gah fake, and were cautious. Gold had 
been discovered for a year before people 
poured into the valley and took up all the 
land for miles around. 

As the edge of the town is reached the 
driver brings his lash down on the horses 
until they dash at a lively pace through the 
» streets... People pour out from the saloons 
and gambling rooms and watch the stage 
roll by. They take a lively interest in all 
newcomers. ‘‘Are they speculators in the 
mines? Are they prospectors; or have 
they brought money to risk at the faro 
tables?“ These are the questions that in- 
terest the loungers on the streets. 

-The stage draws up in front of the Pal- 
ace Hotel. It is a dingy, two-story brick 
building, not at all palatial in its appear- 
ance, in spite cf its name. The porch in 
front is crowded with men, day and night. 
They are miners, gamblers and speculators 
in mining stock. A burly man, with a 
broad somibriero on his head, calls from the 


steps: 

“Only first-class hotel in the city! Only 
place for ladies and gents! First-class 
meals, first-class beds, first-class every- 

i 


This is the center of the town. The 
hotel is the hanging-out place for every- 
body engaged in business of any sort. 
The hotel office is a busy place at all 
hours. It is crowded day and night with 
all sorts cf people. A faro-room is at- 

ed to it, and miners are crowding 
around the table, watching the players. 
Opposite the clerk's desk the wall is cov- 
ered with blackboards, on which‘are the 
latest quotations in mining stocks. A 
stock broker is sitting behind a railing 
next to the telegraph office. He is a very 
busy man. Anxious speculators are crowd- 
img around him. He is tall and ungainly, 
and his sunburned face is almost hidden 
by a heavy red beard. His eyes are blink- 
ing behind his spectacies. His long. 
shrewd, large-featured face is twisted up 
in a scowl, and he is rubbing his long 
hands together and chewing tho stump of 
a cigar. He is the leading stock broker 
ef the town. His name is Tutt, a man 
that is known throughout the valley. 
When a man does business with Tutt 
he knows that he has no chance for gei- 
ting the best of the barga'n unless he 
has a very high opinion of his own busi- 
nese ability, or unless tte is a newcomer 
in the piece, for Tutt's reputation for 
shrewdness is not.to be questioned. He is 
the owner. of the C. O. D. mine, in Poverty 
Gulch, at the foot of Bull Hill. He has 
made tens of thousands of dollars in the 
past two years, and he is making hun- 


dreds more every day. |

found there in large quantities, and the 
miners predict that the mines will be 
good for 100 years to come. Some of the 
shafts have already been sunk three and 
four hundred feet, and in many of the 
mines gold ore is being taken out that 
runs $400 to the ton. 

„On Bull Hill, above Poverty Gulch, the 
mine-owners are in a state of anxious aus- 
pense. It is rumored through thé valley 
that the miners have powder planted in 
all the mines on the hill, ready to be ex- 
ploded in case the recent strike is re- 
newed. It is predicted by many that the 
strike will de begun again at no very dis- 
tant day. The miners are still grumbling 
and threatening to strike again over the 
employment of non-union men. They are 
far from being satisfied with the agree- 
ment by which their working hours were 
reduced. It is said by everybody in the 
camp that, if there is another strike, it 
will be a much more disastrous one than 
the flrst, for the miners have learned 
something about war, and they have been 
making careful plans and preparations in 
case they decide to renew the conflict. 

The miners received a very poor opinion 
ot the deputies in the great strike. Al- 
though the miners on Bull Hill numbered 
about, six hundred armed men they s0 
frightened the large force of deputies who 
came up from Colorado Springs by giving 
out absurd stories of the strength of their 
position, and by mounting picoes of stove- 
pipe for cannon that the deputies waited 
on the divide, several miles away, two 
weeks before venturing near the fortifica- 
tions. Stories were sent to Denver papers 
that the miners had dynamite guns; that 
they had a steel bow which would throw 
a bottle of dynamite 500 yards, and these 
stories produced their intended effect on 
the Colorado Springs.people. The miners 
now are quite sure that if they strike 
again, and it seems not unlikely to the 
mine-owners that they.will, they will win. 
The first. gold discovery in the valley 
was made in a curious way. For years a 
ranchman named Carr was the only set- 
tler for miles around. He had not dreamed 
of the wealth about him. He had a large 
herd of cattle wandering „bout over the 
hills, and he employed « herder to watch 
them named Robert Womack. Womack 
day after day followed the cattle over the 
hills, until one summer day in 1890 he sat 
down to eat his lunch by a hole dug by a 
prairie dog. He lay back on the loose dirt 
that had been thrown up, and suddenly 
he noticed something glitter in the sun- 
light. These were small, shining particles 
in the dirt. They were specks of gold. The 
next winter two Colorado Springs busi- 
hess men pushed their way up through 
the mountains through the deep snows. 
They were nearly frozen to death on their 
way. They rode into the valley on horse- 
back, and found that the rumors that had 
come down to them were true. Womack 
and Carr had not made an effort to profit 
by the discovery. The news of the dis- 
coveries of these business men spread 
like wildfire. In the sprimg people swar ned 
in, and a town was built almost in a day. 
Many of the newcomers were from Colo- 
rado Springs, and most of them were poor 
pecple. Today hundreds of them ure rich, 
and handsome houses are being built by 
them in Colorado. Springs from 
newly-acquired wealth. 

One of these new settlers was a Colo- 
rado Springs shoe cobbler, W. S. Stratton. 
He had lived for years in a little, dingy 
room over his cobbling shop. He was 50 
years old when he sought a fortune in 
His hair was gray. 
He located a mine at once, and tock a 
partner to help him work it, a Colorado 
City gambler. The mine they started was 
called the Independence. One day Strat- 
ton told his partner he wanted to buy 
him out. ; 

“Buy me out!“ exclaimed the gambler. 
ou haven't got a cent. Ain't I grub 
stakin' you now?“ 
„Welz,“ said Stratton, coolly, I'll give 
you my note.“ 

Strange to say, the — was accepted. 
The gambler little thought what treasure 
lay hidden in the Independence. This was 
two years ago. Today Stratton is worth 
$2,000,000) and there is no telling how. 
much more gold is still to be found in the 
Independence mine’s dark shafts. 

It is at night that the mining camp is in 
its glory. All night long the saloons, gam- 
bling rooms, dance halls and theaters are 
wide open. The faro rooms are crowded. 


Miners risk their savings there over the } 


tables. Old-time desperadoes are there 
playing at large stakes. The lamps are 
flickering overhead. Sometimes a pistol is 
drawn, and somebody is shot, but such 
things have not hapened very often yet. 

The dance halls are filled with painted, 
jewelled women from all parts of che coun- 
try. Many of them came from Crede, 
when business grew dull there. They 


dance all night on the sanded floor with the 


miners and bad men.” A man in long 
boots and flannel shirt pounds on a piano. 
He can keep it up twelve hours without 
showing signs of weariness. Near the 
door is a man who calls all night in a 
lound high-pitched voice and with slight 
variations in the refrain: 

Come forward gents an' get ver part- 
ners. Next’s a little plain quadrille. 
Everybody welcome. Don’t let the ladies 
dance alone.“ 

In the glare of the lights that hang from 
the ceiling the women dance with all sorts 
of uncouth-looking partners until daylight 
struggles in through the closed blinds and 
the lamps grow dim. 

The theaters are of the kind that can 
only be found in a Western mining camp. 
They are all well patronized 
ae. Rows of chairs are arranged on 
t ground floor, which is covered with 
sawdust, and overhead are rows of plain, 
pineboard boxes stretching the length of 
the building, and hung with green cur- 
tains. In each box are one or two box- 
rushers,“ women of the town employed 
for the purpose. One of these ‘“box-rush- 
ers“ is Bob Ford’s wife. She is in the 
Topic Theater. She left Creede after her 
husband, who killed Jesse James, was 
shot there. She is a pretty young woman 
about 30 years old, with dark, short, curly 
hair, and large dark eyes. She wears a 
red Mother Hubbard dress, has several jew- 
elled rings on her fingers, and is consid- 
ered one of the beauties of the place. The 
orchestra is. composed. of a piano-player, 
a man with a violin, and a cornet-player. 
The entertainment is usually furnished by 
a minstrel show. During the strike, while 
the deputies were expected to storm Bull 
Hill at any moment, some of the miners 
came down from the fort every night to 
enjoy themselves at the theaters and to 
spend a few hours in the boxes with their 


ris. 

Within the theater during those excit- 
ing times there was no sign of the dis- 
turbances without, although, sometimes, 
as the. girls were singing on the stage 
and the beer glasses were clinking in the 
boxes, there came sounds of shooting 
from the direction of the fort, and a cry 
would be raised on the crowded street 
that the deputies were coming. Once a 
report came in to one of the theaters late 
at night that one of the leaders of the 
strike had been shot. Suddenly a cry 
was heard from one of the boxes over the 
stage, and a girl behind the green cur- 
tains fainted and fell in a heap on the 
floor. The strike leader was her lover:

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OF THE FIRST IMPORTANCE. 


The question as to whether the Re- 
publican or the Democratic party

Sheep are a drug on the market. 
They have sold in Ohio as low as 40 
cents per head, and the sheep-owners 
of California are getting rid of their 
flocks, at a great sacrifice, as fast as 
possible. Recently, in Santa Barbara 
county, an entire fleck was sold for 
45 cents a head; and one flock-master, 


who had failed both to sell and to 


give away his sheep, said: “The 
coyotes will have to take them now.” 

A vote for the Democratic candi- 
dates for is a vote for the 
continuance of this ruinous policy.

THE SITUATION IN BRIEF. 


There are a few plain facts in re- 
gard to the political situation in the 
United States today which no amount 
of Democratic subterfuge can hide 
from the perception of intelligent 
men, who are not wilfully blind.

Under. Democratic rule wages are 
lower, wheat is lower, wool is lower, 
horses are cheaper, land is cheaper, 
and money 18 hard to get, although 
the banks are full of it. There are 
probably in this country today a mil- 
lion men looking for work, who can- 
not get it. 

The first thing Mr. Cleveland did 
on coming into office was to increase 
the public debt $50,000,000, burdening 
us with $2,500,000 more interest, pay- 
ing 5 per cent for the loan, when 
plenty of money can be had at 4 
per cent. Gold has continued to flow 
out of the country,, and trade has 
fallen off over $600,000,000 compared 
with 1892. 

The Democrats would have us be- 
lieve that this state of affairs is not 
attributable to the misgovernment of 
their party, but is merely a coinci- 
dence. It is, to say the least, a very 
unfortunate coincidence; and the 
voters will avert its recurrence by 
taking the first opportunity to restore 
to power that party which during 
thirty years made the United States 
the envy of the nations of the earth. 
In times like these we cannot afford 
to take chances. It is, of Course, pos- 


‘sible that in the course of twenty 


years or so the marvelous resources 
of this country might even enable it 
to bear the burden of Democratic m- 
takes and survive, but it is best to 
run no risks.

The California horticulturist has 
special reasons to rue the day when

many years our fruit-growers have 
been struggling against difficulties in 
the shape of high freights, insect pests 
and lack of organization, when they 
began to see the chance of fair profits 
ahead; just then the Democrats came 
in and threw a great obstacle in the 
way by reducing the duties on prod- 
ucts that had been struggling to com- 
pete with those from Europe. The 
tariff on prunes has been reduced one- 
half cent, from 2 cents to 1% cents; 
the tariff on raisins has been lowered 
1 cent, from 2% to 1% cents; the tariff 


Lon almonds has been put down 2 cents, 


from 5 to 3 cents, and the tariff on 
walnuts has been reduced 1 cent, from 


3 to 2 cents a pound. All these prod- 


ucts are exclusively raised in that por- 
tion of the United States where labor 
is very high, and where the difficult 
lesson of raising them in competition 
with European countries, which have 
the experience of centuries, backed by 
cheap labor, has only just been 
learned. What excuse can be ad- 
vanced for the infliction of such an 
unjustifiable blow upon the horticul- 
turists of California, who have pa- 
tiently and intelligently worked to 
bring this promising industry up to a 
paying point? It is as if a man who 
has succeeded in working his way to 
the top of a well should receive a 
severe rap on the knuckles just as he 
was about to crawl out. 

Perhaps the most damaging blow 
which the Democrats have aimed at 
the rural industries of California is 
the removal of the bounty on sugar, 
under which an industry was 
being built up here that would 
before long have kept at 
home a large portion of nearly 
100,000,000, which is now sent out 
of the country every year for sugar. 


Southern California, in particular, has 


been found to be specially adapted to 
the culture of the sugar beet, the per- 
centages of sugar having been such as 
to astonish European experts. It may 
be that this wonderful fertility of soil 
will result in the continuation of the 
industry, but several projects for new 
factories which were under way have 
fallen through, owing to the change 
in the tariff. The beet-sugar industry 
is of special importance to Southern 
California, because it furnishes em- 
ployment to a very large number of 
men, women and children, and the 
product is always readily salable for 
cash, whichis not always the case 
with fruit. 

In view of these facts, if California 
farmers who raise barley, or fruit, or 
sugar beets, vote for Democratic Con- 
gressmen, it will, to say the least, be 
a curious instance of caressing the 
hand that wields the rod—or rather 
the club.

“The great majority of trades- union 
agitators do not seem to have a com- 
prehension of the fact that the more 
money is paid out for labor the higher 
must be the selling or renting price 
of the product in order to make it 
pay the person. who has the work 
done, and that if he has not a reason- 
able prospect of being able to sell or 
rent at a profit on the enhanced cost 
of production he is not likely to be 
willing to pay the higher price asked 
for the labor required in the produc- 
tion, The workingmen in any or all 
trades have à right to resolve that 
they will not work more than six or 
seven hours day, but they must 
accept the conpequences. They can-

labor performed for them.”

To have yielded to the 
mob would have been a crime against 
the law, and a wrong against every 
citizen; for upon the mainténance of 
the law depend the rights of all and 
the perpetuity of society. To tem- 
porize with mob law under any cir- 
cumstances is to invite anarchy; and 
the triumph of anarchy would be the 
death of civilization.

CHILDREN’S CLUB 


For Nervous Boys Who Spend Their 
Lives in a City Flat. 
From a Special Contributor. } 

“I won't let my children play on the 
street, said a pretty mother, and due 
regard for the peace of one’s neighbor 
makes it impracticable for them to romp 
in the flat as nature intended them to 
romp; I would be willing to pay well for 
the use of a select playground, in the open 
air in summer and covered in winter. 
where the children could learn games 
necessarily denied them in the kindergar- 
ten.”’ 

The idea seems good, and mater was 
asked to elaborate upon it. These sugges- 
tions were the result. , 

The playground would be sure to be a 
failure unless. supervised by a woman of 
refinement, taste, tact and genuine love of 
children and o: fun. She Should have a 
practical knowledge of physiology and hy- 
giene in order to prevent her wards from 
overdoing. She should also have a young 
man to help her with the boys’ games. 

The playground must not be connected 
with any kind of school or kindergarten, 
and must be in no way associated in the 
minds of the children with work or com- 
pulsion. Their own suggestions as to 
games to be played would be wisely fol- 
lowed, with the matron or playmistres, 
or whatever she would call herself always 
at hand to act as arbitrator, interfering as 
little as possible, but always ready to make 
suggestions for new employment as soon’ 
as the old becomes passe. 

Just think,“ says mater, “what a 
blessing it would be ta my two boys of 9 
and 7 years if they could be taught the 
elements of yachting with toy boats on a 
miniature lake, deep enough, by the way, 
to permit of.teaching them to swim; if 
they could learn to play baseball, sure of 
finding suitable companions in the rest of 
the nine, and in opposing players; if they 


be taught tennis as soon as they 

a bit older; if they could find more intel- 
ligent participation than I can offer in 
their already budding interest in the col- 
lection of beetles, butterflies, bird eggs, 
postage stamps and all other things dear 
to boys’ hearts and incidentally of value 
in teaching them to study nature. 

“Of even greater interest to them would 
be materials for simple experiments in 
electricity and chemistry. I believe there 
is nothing in the world in which thé av- 
erage boy would become so passionately 
absorbed if given a start in the right 
way—that is, by letting him do everything, 
himself without much advice.“ ' 

“When we got out into the country 
this summer, my boys could scarcely wait 
to get their clothes changed before they 
started for a neighboring brook to begin 
the most wonderful engineering enter- 
prises—the building of dams and the con- 
etruction of waterwheels that connect 
by belting cr string with other machinery 
cf their own construction. They spent 
nearly the whole of two months last sum- 
mer in this way, getting up before break- 
fast in their feverish anxiety to get to 
work, developing a mechanical ingenuity 
that had not been suspected of them. It 
was the* most peaceful and profitable 
summer they ever spent, and it was a 
source of grief to all concerned that they 
had to be brought back to the city. They 
would be radiantly happy—and so would 
I—if they could go on with their work 
here. 

If this children’s playground were on 
an extensive scale, the boys could even 
have the use of a bieycle and running 
track, and could be ught something 
about riding on horseback with the aid 
of one docile pony. Even if the playground 
were small there would be room for some 
of the paraphernalia of a gymnasium, and 
there would be plenty of opportunities to 
give instructions in amateur photography. 

The girls would wish to participate in 
many of these amusements, and in addi- 
tion could enjoy the delights of dolls, 
housekeeping, of jumping rope, of having 
tea parties and of a hundred other things 
that would either be an inconvenience or 
wholly out of the question at home. 

In winter a portion of the play ground 
could be frozen over for a skating pond, 
snow forts and an occasional good healthy 
battle with snowballs would also help to 
make the play ground almost as attractive 
in winter as in summer. 

The greatest advantage of all would be 
a selection of the children admitted to 
the club, exactly like the limitations of 
admission to a private school.

BACTERIA. 
Facts Every Woman Should Know 
| About Disease Germs. — 


{From a Special Contributor.) ) 

The word “microbe” is a bete noir to 
those who have not overcome their repus- 
nance to the thought that the air is teem- 
ing with an invisible army of scavengers, 
upon which we depend for many condi- 
tions necessary to our very existence. The 
revelation of the microbe is no exception 
to the rule of all great discoveries. Hos- 
titty and incredulity have marked the 
advent of its predecessors. 

It is not always folly to be wise. Gen. 
Grant said: What you are not afraid of 
won't hurt vou.“ layman thinks 
the scientist has gone mad over mi- 
crobes,’”’. but when the former is attacked 
by some germ disease, the latter generally 
knows pretty well the kind of microbe 
if causing the mischies, while much spec- 
ulation ts indulged in by the sufferer. 
The ubiquitous microbe has no respect 
tor unbelievers. It follows out its life 
It ie only since that wonderfuT 
bit of transparency, the microscopic lens, 
has. enabled us to see and study the infl- 
nitely small that greater success attends

putrefaction, 
foul odors, bad air. which has 

n ‘and rebreathed in a room 
and received the exhalations cf many 
people, are the result of bacterial action. 
It surrounds us on all sides in air, water 
soil, food, dust. Existing in the air the 
tollers, more busy than bees in a hive, 
tall upon ¢ongenial soil and begin imme- 
diately to reduce it to conditions favorabié 
to some other sort of bacteria. These 
change, it into food fit for a third, and so 
the work cf mutation goes on so long as 
there are elements to be changed and 
bacteria present to work the change. 

It is a germ which turns milk sour. 
One which curdles it, another that gives 
it a. bluish tint and another makes it red.

The an- 
cients. used it to find their sacred bread, 
left on the altar over night, spotted with 
blood, and they believed a direct messen- 
ger had- been sent from God. Now almost 
any laboratory will show you just such 
spots forming in a test tube by an in- 
visible midgit.“

is a specific germ for every disease as 
there is a specific seed for every fruit or 
vegetable. 
he germ of fermentation finds favor- 
able soil in grape juice, the germ of scar- 
let fever finds the soil in the human 


body.“ Whetber they are friend or foe 
depends upon their kind, our ability to of- 
fer hospitality or hostility, and their capa- 
city to carry on antagonistic .warfare 
among themselves. 

There are those which live on other 
kinds. Some live in the human body 
and destroy intruders when they approach. 
Each kind has its own place in the world 
and more work for us than against us. 
Scientists distinguish them as readily as 
we do a daisy from a dandelion. They 
cultivate them as easily as farmer grows 
his corn. and beans. They require for 
growth just what plants do, soil, warmth 
and moisture. et 

Though one must be magnified 2000 
times to be photographed, and it takes 
1500 put end to end to cross the head of 
a pin; they are seen through the lens 
dancing and wriggling, gliding, pushing, 
knocking about like a “lot of frantic 
skaters.” 
Some very big names have been given 
them. Those that look like a tiny dot are 
called ‘“‘micrococcus.”” The little straight 
rods are bacillus,“ and a kind that looks 
Uke a comma, or, when elongated, resem- 
ble a corkscrew, are “spirillum.”’ 

“Sachaomyces cereoisiae” is a big name, 
but considering its importance it is not 
inappropriate. It is the name of that lit- 
tle agent which makes yeast, called so 
from gheast, meaning spirit“ in Ger- 
man. It used to be thought that spirits 
got into wine, beer and other fermenting 
substances. Now we cultivate the little 
plant and know just what it is doing. Some 
bacteria work rapidly, some slowly. Some 
grow as fast as to.multiply one to 16,500,- 
000 in twenty-four hours; while the slow- 
est grower doubles in the same time. 

It is frequently. stated by microscopists 
that in less than a week every ocean on 
the globe could be filled by bacterial 
growth provided conditions were favor- 
able. 
Luckily for us, no such thing can hap- 
pen. Too many of our friends stand wait- 
ing to destroy encroaching armies.. So 
long as our physica] and terrestrial soils 
and kept in Cleanliness and purity. ve 
need not fear bacteria. 

Deteriorated health affords a favorable 
field for germ propagation, not only be- 
cause weakened tissues ate more readily 
consumed, or changed, but because the

Water forms one of the most important 

Constituents of the globe. As a liquid 
fanging between the temperatures of 32 
deg. and 212 deg., it covers more than 
three-fourths of the earth’s surface. It is 
universally diffused as an invisible vapor 
through the atmosphere from which it is 
Precipitated as snow, hail or rain. 
It is absolutely essential to the consti- 
tution of both animal and vegetable organ- 
isms. For instance, it constitutes about 70 
per cent. of animal tissues. Our bodies are 
largely composed of water; indeed, it is 
to its presence that the physical properties 
of the skin, muscles and other tissues are 
mainly due. .Muscular fiber itself contains 
about 67 per cent. of water. Of the fluids 
of the body, blood contains 78, milk 86, and 
bile 90 per cent. of water. Many of the 
lower forms of organized bodies contain 
even a larger percentage, thus the oyster, 
which many suppose to be * nutritious, 
contains 81 per cent., a cucumbers, 
about 98 per cent. It is indispensable to 
the chemical action which is continually 
going on in our bodies and to the healthy 
performance of the functions of the various 
Organs atid tissues. It is, therefore, of the 
utmost importance that the water used for 
drinking and domestic purposes should be 
free from all deletereous substances. 


NATURAL WATER NBARLY ALWAYS 
CONTAMINATED. . 


The water supplied by many of our 
cities and towns, as well as that used 
from springs and wells in many rural 
districts, is unfit for domestic use. Such 
water may be clear, cold and sparkling 
and pleasant to the taste, ard yet be 
charged with the most subtle poisons. 
Impure water is undoubtedly a more pro- 
lific source of disease than bad food, since 
the latter can be more readily detected 
by the taste and smell, but not so always 
with the former. As found in nature, wa- 
ter is almost always more or less contam- 
ated with foreign substances, which ren- 
der it unfit for chemical, but not always 
for domestic purposes. Rain water, or 
that distiMed in nature’s great laboratory, 
ie theepurest. In its passage through the 
air it absorbs or dissolves any ammonia 
gas that may be present, and it always 
contains carbon dioxide gas, oxygen and 
tragen, while that collected in cities and 
towns frequently contains small quanti- 
ties of nitric and sutphuric acids, as well 
as traces of organic matter, both of animal 
and vegetable origin; its impurities vary 
fhuch with the locality. When filtered and 
codled to a temperature of about 45 deg.

cidedly so. It has generally been supposed 
that if lime were not freely taken into our 
system daily by the use of calcareous 
water, our bones would fot receive the 
proper amount of mineral matter for their 
normal development. This is to some ex- 
tent true, but the carbonate is not the only 
salt of lime required for this purpose; it 
is the phosphate which we get from the 
cereals (wheat, oats, barley, ete.,) and 
other solid food, and which is required not 
only to give solidity and rigidity to the 
bony structures of the body, but also to 
build up the brain and nerves. This salt 
contains 40 per cent. of lime or rather 
of the metal calcium, which is abundantly 
sufficient for these purposes. 

Water containing an excess of either the 
carbonate or sulphate of lime is capable 
of producing conditions of the system in- 
compatible with good health — conditions 
which no treatment can remove. Fragil- 
itas ossium, or brittleness of the bones oc- 
curs frequently in middle-aged and old per- 
sons, and is due entirely to an excess of 
carbonate of lime. The bones become ab- 
normally brittle and break from the slight- 
est causes. Such fractures occur most 
frequently in the long bones, as the femur 
or thighbone, and are very slow to unite, 
because there is an excess of mineral and a 
deficiency of animal matter in the bony tis- 
sues. 

Calcareous degeneration of the arteries 
of the lower extremities and of other parts 
of the body, is also due to a deposit in 
more or less abundance of the salts of 
lime. The smaller arteries of the feet and 
legs not unfrequently become ossified, or 
rather calcified, thereby interfering with 
the healthy circulation of the blood in 
these parts, and give rise, especially in 
persons of advanced age, to the most seri- 
ous consequences. Senile gangrene is at- 
tributable in almost all cases to an ob- 
struction of the circulation from calcareous 
deposits in the distributing arteries of the 
lower extremities. The small arteries of 
the brain are also subject to calcareous de- 
generation, become brittle and in certain 
cases burst and give rise to hemorrhage, 
Nor is 
this all. The partial obstruction of the 
circulation in the small arteries of the 
brain due to calcification, is supposed to 
give rise to non-inflammatory softening of 
the brain, by directly diminishing the 
amount of blood necessary for its healthy 
nutrition. Calcareous deposits may also 


occur in the large arteries and in the 


heart. In the latter situation they pro- 
duce serious valvular diseases not, amen- 


able to any treatment known to medical 


science. 

Presenility or premature old age is the 
result of these conditions. The skin be- 
comes dry, harsh, wrinkled and anaemic; 
the hair falls off or turns gray, and all 
other indications of old age are vastly 
accelerated. 

GOITRE IN THE CHALK DISTRICTS. 

Hypertrophy of, the thyroid gland, or 
bronchocele, as it is called, is another 
affection attributable to tho constant use 
of calcareous, or hard water. When of 
moderate size it rarely causes any incon- 
venience, except occasiondl headache, or 


r slight difficulty in breathing in a stooping 


posture, but when very large it may 
produce great difficulty in breathing and 
swallowing and congestion of ‘the brain 
by pressing on the trachea, aesophagus 
and jugular veins. It is an endemic dis- 
ease, that is, one which is constantly 
prevalent in certain localities. It affects 
females more frequently. than males, and 
no age is exempt from it. It prevails in 
limestone districts. In England it is 
called Derbyshire neck’’ and is preva- 
lent in Derbyshire, Nottingham and other 
chalky localities. In Switzerland and the 
eastern part of France it is called goitre. 
It is tolerably prevalent in the valley of 
the St. Lawrence, and in some other lime- 
stone regions of this continent. It is 
scarcely amenable to either medical or 
surgical treatment. The latter has some- 
times succeeded, but has oftener proved 
fatal. The extirpated gland, when exam- 
ined microscopically, is always found to 
consist chiefly of chalky concretions, which 
show that its development, to some ex- 
tent at least, is due to an excess of cal- 
careous matter in the system.

Physicians will be able to stay the ravy- 
ages of tuberculosis or pulmonary con- 
sumption, blot aut all tears and inflammia- 
tions, destroy all morbific germs and fer- 
ments and all the deadly influences of 
malaria, cholera and other septic diseases; 
when our sanitary and hygienic conditions 
and laws will have been changed and en- 
forced’ by State legislation so ag to pre- 
vent al contagious diseases from ‘being 
communicated and to remove all causes 
of sickness that can be removed, and thus 
by these and various other means, to re- 
tard as much as possible presenility and 
to lengthen the average duration of hu- 
man life. When these improvements shall 
have been accotmplished—and there is 
certainly nothing in them. that’ can be 
regarded as impossible, nothing which 
at all rivals the progress of science during 
the last half century—man will to some 
degree regain his pristine vigor, and in- 
stead of being old and feeble at ‘‘three 
score and ten,“ will be a mere youth at 


100 years.
